on a successful, and Important penetration of the 
United States Government and this penetration has 
not been fully exposed." 

The subcommittee came to a number of other re- 
lated conclusions. The following, given here in con- 
densed form, are among them: The penetration has 
reached Into the top level of the government. Mem- 
bers of the conspiracy successfully protected and 
helped obtain advancement for each other. Over the 
years the penetration was made into agencies con- 
cerned with economic recovery, war, and foreign 
policy and post-war planning, The communist infil- 
trators generally worked behind the scenes — influenc- 
ing congressional investigations, drafting lows, etc. — 
and always served the Interest of their Soviet super- 
iors. Literally, thousands of'U, S. Secrets have been 
stolen by Soviet agents within our government. Des- 
pite warnings by the*. FBI. and other security agencies, 
little was done by the executive branch to prevent 
such espionage until Congress acted,- Policies and pro- 
grams laid down by members of this conspiracy arc 
still in effect within the government and constitute 
a continuing hazard to national security. 

The report goes into considerable historical detail. 
The first organized penetration apparently took 
place in the early '30's, and thereafter it was broad- 
ened to an almost unbelievable extent. According to 
evidence possessed by the_ subcommittee, members of 
the secret communist underground included an execu- 
tive* assistant to the President; an assistant secretary 
of the treasury; the Secretary of the International 
Monetary Fund; a member and a secretary of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, a chief counsel for the 
Senate Subcommittee on Civil Liberties, and the head 
of the Latin-American Division of the Office of Stra- 
tegic Services. The report gives a number of typical 
case histories of men within the government who 
served their Soviet masters especially well, and deals 
with witnesses who invoked the fifth amendment 
when called to testify. All of these, its report says, 
"were unyielding,, uncooperative and even abusive." 

Finally, after citing chapter and verse concerning 
the conspiracy for thousands of words, the subcom- 
mittee makes certain recommendations. It urges that 
the investigation be continued, and that the work be 
facilitated by giving Congress the power to grant im- 
munity to key witnesses. It also urges that the execu- 
tive branch re-evaluate the records and histories of all 
employes brought into government, recommended or 
.promoted by persons shown to have been Soviet
